Jan. 2.—The president 


was at home to all the world who 
chose to visit the white house Tues- 
day, and with his'official family re- 
peat the annual lesson in the simplic- 
ity and impressiveness of American 
republic institutions in the United- 
States. 


The representatives of foreign pow- 


ers, in the splendor of their court 
dress, greeted the president in the 
names of their rulers; the army and 
navy paid their respects to their com- 
mander-in-chief; the members of con- 
gress to their executive; the federal 
officials to the head of the government 
and the public at large to the chief 
citizen of the nation. 


In minor details alone did Tuesday's 


reception differ from any of its prede- 
cessors since Gen. Washington, the 
first president, officially inaugurated 
the national ceremony in New York 
nearly one hundred and four\Tears ag->. 
The old Dutch custom so pleased hi:n 
that he inquired whether it was an 
established or a casual one, and on 
being informed that the day was al- 
ways honored in New York, he ex- 
laimed: 


"Whatever change takes place, never 


forget this cordial and cheerful ob- 
servance of New Year's day." 


Immediately following the 
presi- 


dent's reception the secretary of state 
entertained the diplomatic 'corps at 
breakfast, the secretary of war re- 
ceived the army, the secretary of the 
navy opened his house to tbe navy and 
until night official visiting was the 
rule throughout the capital. 


The interior of the white house was. 


decorated Tuesday very much as it us- 
ually is upon the occasion of official 
functions, with masses of palms, ferns 
and other potted plants about the par- 
lors, banks of flowers ou the mantels 
and curtains of smilax before the mir- 
rors. The oval blue room, where the 
receiving party stood, was profusely 
adorned, and all the rooms were illum- 
inated by the electroliers. 


The weather was clear and bright 


with brilliant 
sunshine. 
The 
ap- 


proaches to the executive mansion 
were occupied by a double column of 
ariny and navy officers. 
Stretching 


away from the portico beyond the 
gates, the red-tasseled helments of the 
artillery, the yellow of the cavalry, the 
white of the infantry, the black-plumed 
chapeausof the navy, showed distinctly 
above the sea of dark blue uniform re- 
splendent with gold trimmings, while 
beneath the great porte couhere car- 
riages rapidty deposited the brilliantly 
attired members of the diplomatic 
corps. Along the avenue, extending 
down the side streets, stood long lines 
of organizations and private citizens 
awaiting their turn to shake the presi- 
dent's hand. Crowding into the last 
inch of remaining space within sight 
of the white house were thousands 
who had been attracted by the gay 
scene.

pleasure. But In the higher degrees the prin- 
ciples and teachings of these societies are dis- 
tinctly anti-Christian and contrary to the 
principles of the Catholic church. If the 
low- 


er lodges were separated from the higher cir- 
cles of these orders no objection would be 
made to them, but as all are a part of the same 
organization they must all come under the 
ban. 


Your words, Rt, Reverend sir, are clear and 


explicit, and if your argument can be sustain- 
ed they explain fully the ban placed on these 
societies by the pope. But I deny the charge 
you made against the order of the Knights of 
Pythias, and I publicly challenge you to prove 
your assertion. You owe this to the American 
.public, to your own church and in a special 
manner r,o the societies on whom your accusa- 
tion falls. 


My demands, made with thegreatestrespsct, 


are: 


1. That you prove that a radical difference 


exists as to principles and purposes between 
the lower and higher degrees of the K. of P.—a 
difference such as to make the higher degrees 
worthy of condemnation, -while the lower are 
innocent. 


2. That you prove in those higher degrees 


"the 
principles and teachings of those soci- 


eties are distinctly anti-Christian and con- 
trary to the principles of the Catholic church." 


I may add that, though begging n reply to 


all these points, 1 hope you will give special 
attention to your charge that the higher de- 
grees are anti-Christian—a charge which cer- 
tainly should not be made lightly. 


As your interview was given to the public 


press'. I consider it my privilege and duty to 
give this reply the same publicity.
